lew Dick Croker Captured a Wife and 
tho Leadership ef «a Great Political 
Organization.

Tho local political situation in New | 


York city isef national importance, and 
Richard Crcher is one if not t2:e most im- 
portant _ person in local policies as the 
head of T v- mmary "=: Land the successcr 
of John Ls..y. Tucrefore Mr. Croker is 
one of the greatcst factorsin the Pres- 


idential econtcst, acd much depends upon | 
his netion as to which party wiihwin in | 


November, Should he be disposed to be 
the least.contrary the Democrcats woukd 
lose New York. Foraman ho!.:ing such 
& cons>icuors posi-ion, who might control 
the fucure of |.:s party, little is known of 
Croker, outcile of his political career, 
even amor’ tre people interested in pol- 
ities in tuis city. 

Yet his life is almost romantic. If a 
man’s ¢areer can be 1 .ade. by anyone, 
Richard Crc*er’s was made by his wife. 
Sie is a lady of a remarkably strong 
character as well as of a lovely dispo- 
sition. She was a hiss llargarct Frazier, 
® member of a wel to-ce Irish family, 
and it wasaftershe had sraduated with 
honor at one of the convents here that 
she met Croker. Being a girl of many 
excellent traits of character and refined 
tastes it was a matter of woncer to his 
friends that s!:e should take a fancy to a 
man of Cro*-cr’s stamp. At tis time he 
was the rudest-of ward politicians and 
his ability as a pusisict made him suc- 
eessfulin his ealling. He confined him- 
self toa werd that .was populated by the 
roughest element of the city. Politics 
vere ciGerent in those days from what 
they dre now, and every election meant 
bloodshed. Even among these rowdies 
Richard Croker was a terror as well as a 
leader. He was incapable of fear and 
there were no better rough.and tumble 


fighters than he was,and this was.ata_ 


time, too, when Jolin Morrissey and 
other men of hia stamp were prominent 
political leaders, Croker was siways on 
theside of John Kelly, and so faithful 
was he to his chief that Kelly became 
very fond of Lim. 

Croker was the-son of a wealthy Pro- 
testant gentleman in the North of Ireland. 
As so many North Ireland Protestants 
are Orangemen, possibly Croker thought 
if his history became known he would be 
suspected of being an Orangeman, and a 
man of that stripe would be as much. out 
of place in Tammany Hall as Jay Gould 
would be among a gangof Anarchists. 
Nor could he haye heped to -have been a 
leader of, his ward controlled by Irish 
Catholics. So Dick Croker preferred. to 
have it supposed that be was.an ill bred 
Irishman instead.of the son of a gentle- 
man who had reeeived every educ:tional 
advantage. He was too wild to suit his 
strict Presbyterian father, which resulted 
in his leaving home and coming to this 
country. Like most boys of well-to-do 
parents in Ircland he had a natural liking 
for sport and had learned bexing from 
the men employed on his father’s farm. 

As Lis future bas shown he was a born 
leuder of men, and fighting qualities be- 
ing requisite in a poiitician who had to 
begin at the bottom of the ladder, he soon 
became a useful man to John Kelly. He 
was holcing some small office when he 
aecidently became acquainted with Miss 
Frazier. The shrewd girl was not long in 
discovering that beneath Dick Creker’s 
rough exterior there was excellent stuff. 
Then she fell in love with him. 

When her parents learned where she 
had placed her affections they were 
shocked. It seemed impossible to them 
that their daughter, whom they had so 
finely educated, could see anything in 
such an ill bred man as Croker was sup- 
posed to be, 
the match and Croker confided the secret 
with John Keily, whointerceded for him 
with the young Jady’s purents. Kelly 
was already a man of. great importance 
but still he had a weary task to perform; 
but, as the yonng lady was deeply in love, 
her father finally relented. Croker being 
a Protestant was another great objection, 
but before the marriace Miss Frazier con- 
verted him to her faith. The marriage 
was very private,only few persons being 
present, and John Kelly being best man. 

Immediately Croker threw off his rough 
disguise and then his wife’s wo:k of pol- 
ishing up began. People who knew the 
Tammany chieftain then and wow say the 
change has been wonderful andit is hard 
to recognize him asthesame man. There 
never wus a-more devoted: husband and 
father. I lived right near him at Fen. 
wick, Conn., thissummer, and as a fam- 
ily man I formed a great admiration for 


this astute politician. Besides he isa 


man of much refinement. He has a taste 
for art which he is cultivatinz more and 
more as he grows better off, and fora 
busy politician he is well up in literature. 

Croker is a peculiar fellow. .I have 
seen him stand for hours and day after 
day sprinkling the little yard in front of 
his summer cottage as if it were the best 
offun. I haveseen him climb up in his 
stable loft.and look for eggs, and when 
he found ene go. around .showing it as 
happy .as if he had accomplished some 


‘feat as important as capturing the Mayor- 


alty for Tammany Hal). What an ex- 
ample of the great influence a good 
woman can have upon-a man.
